Sure­ 
ly she Is the oldest iii years. 
For more than 
fifty years 
Mrs. 
Rhoads has l>eon the faithful attendant 
of the gate of the Sprlnghouse and 
Sumneytown turnpike at that point, 
but her experience in collecting fares 
extends over five additional years. 
Now, at the age of eighty years, she Is 
still attending to her duties there. 
In 1849, when the Sprlnghouse and 
Sumneytown turnpike was completed, 
Mrs. Rhoads and her husband. John 
Jenkins Rhoads, were induced to take 
charge of the tollgate about one mile
